Few indeed are competent to 
the discussion of a question which requires 
some learning, some reflection, the power to 
distinguish between appearances and reali- 
ty, and a mind superior to prevalent super- 
stitions; few have the 
opinions, Which expose them to be branded 
by that numerous, ruthless, unscrupulous 
body, self-styled the ‘religious public,’ as 
no better than infidels and atheists. 

You rejoice, Sir, as well as I, at the pro- 
gress which freedom of opinion and speech 
has lately made among us. Though our 
Sabbatarian friends long ago lost the power 
of boring through the tongues of opponents 
with red-hot irons, of banishing and hang- 
ing; though somewhat later, they grew 
cautious in the use of those expedients of 
fine and imprisonment, ta which theStatute 
hook of Massachusetts sttl! indulges them ; 
nevertheless till very lately, the black scow] 
of puritanical intolerance lowered like Me- | 
dusa’s snuky head over this community, 
blasting with the leprous mildew of social | 
excommunication, whosoever dared to hint 
that the milk of human kindness, and those | 
enjoyments that make glad the heart of 
man, are safer and more nourishing for hu- 
man souls, as well as more palatable, than

The children, 
leprived of their customary recreations, are 
cross and troublesome; and that house, 
which, under other cireumstances, might be 
made so delightful, becomes, under this 
discipline, iptolerably tedious. The more 
ble a home can be made on Sun- 
y, the better itis in the eyes of the Sab- 
itarians, since the less inducement there 
will be to stay there, and the more likely 
people are to be driven to church. 

There are however, in all great towns 
and cities, a large number of persons, young 
men especially, who really have no heme 
where they can spend the Sundays. They 
eat and sleep in boarding-houses, but they 
have no place there to spend the day in, es- 
pecially during winter, when fire 1s necessa- 
ry for comfort. 

The Sabbatarians, by the terror of legal 
prosecution, and without that, by the mere 
force of that public opinion, over which 
they still retain so influential control, are 
able easily enough to shut up all respecta- 
ble places of amusement or instruction. 
libraries, picture-galleries, 
exhibitions ofall sorts, are rigidly closed ; 
an embargo is put upon railroads and omni- 

uses; respectable people are afraid to go
